19^3 for nesting her SSD case officer that night. GAGARANA-2 had been 
directed previously by d ^ to foUov the SSD case officer’s instruc- 
tions of 11 August I9$3 ^described in reference) to the extent of doing 
the follovlng thlx^x (1) attempt to make a personal appeal' to LADKLL 
of CADROIT for reconsideration of his refusal to enplpy her| and (2) 
apply to DTLIHEN for emplpyrnent. (CAIHblN staff officers concerned were 
notified of her ia^nding visits to CADROIT and DTLXHBN.) On 20 August 
19^3 CACARANA-2 reported to Pegelov that she had taken these 2 steps 
wl^th the folloiiing results) 

a. On the oceasioa of her visit to CAIKOIT, UDELL had 
refused, because of the press of business, to receive her. CASBO- 
HIDRATE, however, spoke with TAlgU. and told him CACABAMA -2 h ad 
cone; UUKLL thereupon sent CACARANA-2 an answer through J2ABBCB1B$&ZL 
to the effect that he could not' alter his decision to refuse her em- 
ployment as long as her husband remained in arrest in East Berlin. 


b. At DTLINEN the .receptionist had informed her that the 
personnel manager was not available on that particular day; and 
furthermore, that there was no point in her applying for a Job because 
DTLINEK simply was not hiring anyone. 

CACAHeNA<*2 was told to relate these episodes in full detail to the 
SSD case 'officer. As for the results of her other assignment (to sound 
GARBORTDRATE out on his feelings about working for the SSD), CACARANA-2 
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1 M instruot«d to aiiy that whejoever her converaationa with CABB0H7DRATE 
had touched upon the SSD, CARBOKXDKATE had reviled and castigated the 
SSD with avdi vigor that she had been afraid to make ai^ overtures 
whatever. 


2. C1CARA}(A*2 was met again bgr ^on 21 August 1953« 9^e 
reported that her meeting with the SSO case officer on the previoue 
ni^t had gone according to adiedule: the case officer had met her at 

the Emat Thaelnann U-Bahnhof in a Topolinl 2-aeater coupe and driven 
her to the eafebouae on Hirtensirasse « Again abe had been unable to 
see the lice nae number of the vehicle. At the aafehouae^ CACARAMA*2 
told the story in paragr^ h above « The SSD case officer conplaljoed 
bitterly about her lack of success in performing her aaslgnmeata, 
appeared to accept her story as truthful and agreed that she had 
exhausted the possibilities of getting a Job with GADBOIT or DTLDIEM* 

He then said that from then on she was to abandon these assignments and 
concentrate eogq^etely on CARBOHIDIUTE. She was directed to maintain 
her friendship with the CARBOHYDRATE family at all costs; to visit 
carbohydrate in the GADROIT offices as often as possible^ being always 
on the alert for any scrap of information she coiu.d pick up; and 
peatedly to make CARBOHYDRATE and his wife conscious of the advantages 
which additional mon^ would afford then. The SSD case officer reiterated 
his conviction that CARBQHXDRA?£^ like moat other people , would do any- 
thing If the price were right. Accordingly, GACARAMA-2*s allusions to 
money are supposed to stimulate his thinking about financial gains in 
order to **softea him up” for a recruitment approach. The SSD case officer 
stated baldly that the acquisition of CARBOHYDRATE was a priority target, 
and that CARBOHYDRATE himaalf in tha fold nf tha 

SSD— either villin|^ wc^^d or abducted. At the close 

of the meeting the ^SD case ofi^oer proHd^d'CACARXlOr-? with a pass 
authorising her to make purchases in East Berlin; he did not, however, 
give her any moosy. The next meeting was set for 2000 hours on 31 August 
19$3» once again at the Ernst Thaelmann U-Bahnhof. 

3* As a spot check on CACAKANA-2, her initial contact with the 
SSD case officer in the meet5ni7 described above was surveilled at the 
Smst Thaslosan D-Bahnhof by JD £1. ^ reported that a 

meeting between 2 persons answering the respective descriptions of 
CAClRARA-2 and the case officer did take place a few minutes after 
2000, and also that the 2 persons drove away in a Topollni 2-aeater 
autoisoblle. The license number of this vehicle was noted by jn 

as t OB-008-667. 

I 4 . It is planned that CACARAHA-2, prior to che date set for her 
next meeting with the SSD case officers will attempt to approach Joachim 
KOHRT. Developments will be reported. 
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
